HOLDING THE ATHLETICS. PURSE. 


The action of the Harvard Board: of 
Overseers in adopting a report recom- 
mending that. gate receipts from com- 
petitive sports be’ turned-over' to the 
Treasurer of the Harvard Corporation, 
instead of to:the Harvard Athletic’ As- 
sociation, is a long ‘step toward Fac- 
ulty control of dthleti¢s. While. the 
purse is held by independent groups, 
primarily interested in victories,’ the 
problem of the right relation between 
athletic” activities and edutational 
work cannot be ‘solved’ satisfactorily. 
No one has’ discussed’ the subject of 
Faculty codhtrok with more authority 
and in a finer spirit than Dr, DuNcaN 
SPaETH of Princéton. In The. Alumni: 
Weekly recently he said: 2

university authorities toward the ath- 
letic. plant of the university. considered 
as a source of profit? * * * Should 
the corporation in which is vested. the

‘ at the amount of these repara- 
tions may' be and the necessary protec- 
tion of frontiers and‘ methods of, control 
are the vital elements in this pictutfe. 
The geprection of frontiers. and. the 
Lmethod of control is more imnrortant 
than the amount,of the reparations, be- 
cause it is only by these protections be- 
ing adegtare that permanent. peace can 
‘be insured, and it is only through ner- 
manent peace that any amount bu rep-

“The amount of these ‘reparations, 
however, is of extreme importance to 
American business: and to the merchants 
right here in New York, because-.much 
teancing will: have to follow the deter- 
mination of. these reparations, and this 
financing will affect. the ramen market 
here decidedly.

TOO. COOL OR THE CROPS. 


But Weather Continues. More Favor- 
able In Some States. 


' ‘The weekly weather report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued at Wash- 
ington yesterday in part follows: 

“The week on the whole was unsea- 
sonably cool throughout the cotton grow- 
ing States, except in the West Gulf. dis- 
trict, although warmer and more fa- 
vorable conditions prevailed in most sec- 
tions the latter part. Rainfall was heavy 
in the Mississippi Valley States and Ok- 
lahoma, but was mostly light to mod- 
erate in most other sections of the belt. 
It was very favorable for field be ese in 
Texas and cultivation made good ah Oe 
|ress although growth was - generally 
‘poor becatise of cool nights; t e stand 
and general conditions were dair ‘ae very 
good, -with the- fields -mostly clean. 
Planting made satisfactory progress in 
Oklahoma, but was stopped by, heavy’ 
rain. theelatter part of the week. The 
stands of the early planted were gen- 
erally good, but growth was slow. 

‘* Corn plantin; made. slow progress 
throughout the Ohio Valley section, on 
account of frequent rains and wet soil. 
while cool weather was unfavorable for 
the. germination of early planted. Corn 
— anting progressed slowly in Iowa, also 

ause of general cold and heavy "rains 
in. the gouth portion, although’. more 
moisture was needed in the North; 
planting was about one-half done, but 
preparation for this work was mostly 
finished. Corn was nearly all planted 
in Missouri, and much was up but was 
needing warmth. 

‘ Considerable corn was planted dur-' 
ing the week.in the Great Plains area 
northward to South Dakota. The soil 
was generally in good condition in Kan- 
sas, but the crop was seriously damdged 
in. the eastern half of this State by 
heavy frost. ‘ Mostly. good progress was 
reported from Oklahoma +-nd while corn 
was late it was in satisfactory condition 
in Texas. The weather was rather un- 
tavorable in. the South because of low 
pig temperatures, but cultivation 
iy de satisfactory progress in most sec- 

ons. 

‘Winter wheat was quite generally 
benefitted by generous rainfall through- 
out the. Ohio Valley area, although 
growth wag slow because of unséason- 
ably cool‘weather. The.condition of the 
crop continued mostly. unsatisfactory in 
Ohio, but impr? rovement was reported in 
Indiana and Illinois. Wheat made good 
to excellent progress in Iowa and ‘satis- 
factory advance in Missouri, while con- 
ditions continued fayorable for growth 
in Nebraska. Plants were mostly in 
boot in southeastern and south. central 
Kansas and some heads were showing, 
but the crop continued very backward 
int western third of State. Progress and 
conditions were’ go in central and 
eastern Oklahoma, but poor in the 
western portion, where deterioration was 
se enerally om account of high dry-: 

nds, and scant moisture. Rain- 
tafi was beneficial in central Rocky 
Mountain. States and Far Northwest ane 
much of Atlantic Coast area.
